Interestihg from Mexico.

Affuirs
in that country continue in a very
confused condition, and it appems
almost impossible to arrive at the veal
status of matters. The Republicans
had been riven ont of the town of
Tehuacan, and the Imperinlists were
unsophisticatedly chuckling over the
supposed material reduction of Gen.
Sheridan's military foree in Texas.
The guerillas still give illimitable
trouble to Maximilian’s troops, and
there is apparently no improvement in
the soecial or moral condition of the
country. . :

Ald Wanted for Hayti.

New Yonrx, September 8 —The
Haytien war stamer Geftrard, Captain
Ravignean, from Hayti on the 22d nlt.,
via Beaufort, N, C., on the 2d inst.,
arrived at this port last evening,

Captain Ravigneau, who, with the
cxception of the chief engincer is the
only whitc man on board the steamer,
is the bearer of despatehes to Presi-
dent Johnson from Nicholas Fabre
Geffrard, the beleaguered President of
that unfortunate republie.

Captain  Ravigneau's mission to
Washington is nnderstood to be to
ask the United States Government
for assistance in quelling the revolt
which, under the leadership of
Salnave, has assumed such formidghle
proportioms in Hayti.

He will leave for Washington with-
out delay with his despatehes.

Stmea, August 21, via NEw Wrost-
MINSTER, September 7, 1865.—The
bk Clara Bell will sail from here to-
morrow for New Westminstor.

The schooner Milton Badger will
also snil for Anadyr Bay to-morrow,
with an exploring party on board and
full supplies of equipments. This
party will be the advance explorers of
the rodte from the Anadyr River to
the Amoor.

The bark Golden Gate will also sail
for Fort St. Michael’s and the Youkon
River, with the steamcr Lizzic Florner
on board. The purties whoe will ex-
plore the Youkon River are also on
board the Golden Gte.

The steamer Wright will also sail
for the mouth of the Youkon River
and the Gnlf of Anadyr. Colonel
Chayles 8. Bulkley, Enginecr-in-Chief
of the Overland Telegraph Expedi-
tion, goes on the latter; and after di-
recting the preliminary operations of
the explorers of the Youkon, will
proeceed to Anadyr aud Behring Strait.

Everything pertaining to the great
expedition is progressing favorably,
and the Russian officials at Sitka have
extended every aid in their power.
The health of the expeditionary corps
is excellent.
